The injured knee plainly 


showed that it was not in its proper con- 
dition 
It could not 
be bent further 


back than at a right angle while the

It had a long seam up the inner 


side and it looked dwarfed and pinched 
alongside of the good one 
Parkin stated 


that he had never had any trouble with 
it before that time and its condition was 
due solelv to the accident in which It 
was hnrt. 

Dr Shannon took the stand and told 
of his narrow escape In which he had 
been thrown -out of his bugg> and drag- 
ged along the sidewalk for seventy-five 
feet in his efforts to stop his own hors^v

A PLEA FOR THE CHILDREN 
The city of Oakland has over 14 000 


school children who are soon to ha\e a 
long summer \acation and the question 
presents itself as to whether or not tin* 
city is doing its duty by them during 
the time the} are out of school 
Are Tre 


not in the habit of thinking that when 
we have provided a free public school foi 
our bo>s and gills we have done our full 
duty by them ' The schools were estab- 
lished for the purpose of training Xhc 
children so that the> ma\ become good 
and useful members of the community 
Are there not other things that ma> be 
done to help in the same direction7 The 
greater part of the life of a bo> or girl 
is not spent m school and the average 
child living in a citv must of necessity 
use the public streets as a pUj -gi ound or 
else be prevented from getting the neces- 
sary exercise or recreation 
A child can- 
not be healthy physically, mentally or 
morally without relaxation, exercise fresh 
air and sunshine 
These can be obtained 
to some extent but not satisfactorily, in 
the streets but it is not; fair to force the 
children to use the streets as 
plav- 
grounds 
The streets are not intended 
and are not ht for the purpose 


CITY SHOULD PROVIDE. 
' It is as important to the community 
that the growing generation shall be ht 
physically as well as mentally, and we do 
ills by our boj s and girls if w e give them 
a hbeml education and at the same 
time throw them out on the streets to 
get the physical exercise and training 
that is so important to them 
That the 
city should furnish proper play-grounds 
for its children cannot be successfully 
disputed 
That such play -grounds would 
fll a great -want among the children i» 
demonstrated by the crowds of boys to be 
seen playing in the vacant lots 
As the 
city grows vacant lots become few and 
far between and more and more the bov & 
are relegated to the streets vln the poorer 
part of the city the vacant lots are the 
lowest, and there tne need for play - 
grounds is the greatest. A boy that out 
side of school, spends all his waking hours 
on the street does not have an equal op 
portunity with the boy who has a proper" 
space within which to work off his sur- 
plus energy 
The boy who must live 01 
the street doesn't have a fair change. We 
must not forget that from the ranks of 
the present bovs and girls will come, not 
only the future citizen but. also the 
future criminal. The criminal is thp re- 
sult of bad environment. To quote Jacob 
Kiis In his 'Battle With the Slum'- 'Sou 
cannot depriv e a child of Its childhood, Its 
play, its freedom from care and toll, and 
expect to appeal to the grotrn-up voter* 
manhood.*

Appointment of Dan Doody Causes 


Bitter Debate—Elliot Accuses

ing Doody in office was on his feet in 
a moment. 


"I will not stand for any such Ian-,

He will have to take 
those words back and right away." 


Burns thundered these words at El- 


liot whose wondrous flow of langxiage 
came to a sudden and abrupt stop. 


"I did not know that you were one 


of them," gasped the astonished ward 
Councilman. 


"Well you will have to take those 


statements back." 
'Perhaps my language was a little 


strong," replied Elliot. I apologize to 
Mr. Burns."

"After, a conference with, the Mayor, 
therefore. .1 beg to suggest that your 
honorable body .appoint a ' committee to 
confer with the Board of Public Worte 
and consider ways and means" of building 
in a permanent manner these defective 
mains -and outlets. 
"The,sewers needing attention are as

of .the anti-betting law, which, goes 
into effect June 17. At the monthly 
meeting of the board of .stewards of 
the'Western Jockey' .Club,,; permission 
was. granted the. Delmax Jockey Club 
to conduct a race meeting, beginning 
June 12. 
. 


The officials of the Delmar track be- 
lieve they have evolved a plan 
by 
which the anti-betting legislation can 
be evaded and still allow patrons o* 
the track to make wagers on the re- 
sults of the races. 


HERE'S THE PLAN, 


The law recently passed 
In Mis- 
souri against betting on horse races 
treats only of ."registering" bets, and 
by the new method of betting to be 
adopted no. registration of any -wager 
will be made. Instead, every, attend- 
ant at the course will be required to 
buy a badge -for SI, which will admit 
him to the grounds and betting ring. 
On the back of this badge will be sev- 
eral leaves 
like those of a season 


ticket. 
Each leaf will be numbered, 
and when a better desires to make a 
wager he will simply tear off one of 
these numbered leaves, write 
down 
the amount 
he wishes to risk, and 
hand the leaf to the bookmaker with 
his money. "Every horse in each race 
will have a file provided for him in 
the bookmaker's stand corresponding 
to his .'number on the racing program, 
and any bet on this animal will be 
simply nlaced on the file of that -num- 
ber. 


WILL PAY BETS. 


After any 
race the . Dookmaker'3 
clerk will simply carry the files Dear- 
ing the names of the horses finishing 
in tne first three positions to the cash- 
ier's stand. "Wnen a bettor presents 
his badge his own 
leaflet will 
be 
looked up on the file and the bet will 
be paid. By this method the officials 
of the track declare they -will be able 
to evade the law against betting, as 
technically no registration of the bet 
will -have been made. 


There Is no penalty, in jthe present 
law of Missouri for making or receiv- 
ing a bet. 
the registering of a bet 
alone being mentioned as a felony.

This case has no reference to the ac- 
tion brought in the State courts and tried 
by Judge Hart, which case is now on 
appeal to'the State Supreme Court, but is 
the action brought in the United States 
Circuit Court three years ago. At that 
time an Injunction was issued restraining 
the Council from fixing rates. That in- 
junction has now been dissolved by Judge 
Gilbert's ruling. The injunctions recently 
sued out In the United States Circuit 
Court still stand.

These Injunctions restrain the city from 
putting into effect the rates fixed by the 
Council in 1904 and -1905.

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Salaries in the High School. 


In his address to the graduating class of the High School, the 


Principal referred to the fact that the average pay of a teacher in the 
High School is less than the pay of a policeman, Ie>s than that of a 
carpenter or a bricklajei. Professor Pond apologi£ed for the digres- 
sion from the thread of his remarks in saying this, but the apology, 


:-was unnecessary. It was a fitting time and place to call attention 
to a fact of grave significance. 


As he pointed out, many high qualities are required of teachers .in 


the High Schools. They must be well educated, intellectually strong, 
•well bred, clean in their lives and dignified in their deportment; .they, 
must also have a sympathetic insight and an interest in their work. 
They must be equipper by habit of mind as well as scholastic training 
for the task of forming character and imparting instruction. They are 
charged with one of the most important functions of society. 
They 


must be disciplined in temper and desire as well as in mind. 
• 


Is it fair to pay them such meager salaries? Is it fair to the girls 


and boys placed under their control and instruction? 
In every other 


profession the high qualities and attainments required of them com- 
mand a much higher remuneration, a much larger measure of per- 
sonal freedom. 
Yet we go on demanding a higher standard of teach- 


ing and deportment, a much greater degree of general efficiency in 
the High Schools, while withholding the emoluments the talents and 
learning employed can earn in other vocations. 
The condition is 


anomalous. It is not a healthy promise for the future. 
It detracts 


from the dignity of the teaching profession, and hi time must affect the 
efficiency of the schools.

The-hire should be worthy of the labor and the labor- 
er. And surely there is no more important labor than the teaching and 
training of girls and boys during the critical period when they are 
emerging from adolescence into maturity. Policemen are necessary, and 
fheir services should not be underrated nor underpaid. But the poorer 
we pay our teachers the poorer teaching our children are likely to get. 
And ii the teaching be inferior there is likely to be a greater demand 
for policemen. Had Professor Pond chosen to follow up his digres- 
sion a little further he could easily have explained how apposite his 
mention of policemen was in connection with the poor salaries paid 
the High School teachers. 


The people of Russia are almost universal in their desire for peace, 


but the Czar declares for a continuance of the war, a,nd war it is to be 
unless the other great powers decide to employ pressure to induce the 
Russian autocrat to treat for peace. This exemplifies the workings 
of autocracy. The will of the nation weighs nothing beside the am- 
bitions of the despot and the selfish aims of the creatures who sur- 
round him. When an empire and its inhabitants can be treated as the 
private property of an individual, there can be no government in the 
interests of the people. Inevitably the government becomes an instru- 
ment to serve the ends of the ruler and his relatives'and personal 
favorites. 


Flunkyism at the Capital. 


A criticism of the President has prompted a display.of flunkeyism 


which we believe Theodore Roosevelt -would be the last man in the 
country to approve. George T. Angell, editor of "Our Dumb Animals," 
is ail aged man who has devoted his fortune and many years of his life 
to preaching kindness to dumb beasts. He has been the friend of hu- 
manity as well as the friend of animals. He has opposed all forms of 
cruelty with resolution and enthusiasm. He often makes mistakes, 
and sometimes carries his theories too far, but the purity and un- 
selfishness of his motives cannot be questionel. He has done much 
to ameliorate the condition of man and beast, and his liUle publica- 
tion, distributed gratis, is a continual exhortation to mercy, charity 
and kindness. Mr. Angell indulged in a sharp criticism of the Presi- 
'dent for the wanton slaughter of wild animals on his recent hunting 
trip. In that criticism Mr. Angell made some incorrect statements on 
the authority of others, which he has since corrected. It seems, how- 
ever, that criticism of the President is deemed a heinous offense in 
some quarters. "Our Dumb Animals" has been denied admission to 
the school libraries and reading rooms of the District of Columbia— 
not by the President, but by flunkies who do not comprehend the 
meaning of free speech nor understand the character of American in- 
stitutions. It is a display of official toadyism that deserves the con- 
tempt of all right thinking people. If is a sorry exhibition for the 
capital of the nation.

The Market Street Turntable. 


The recent improvements in the ferry service have brought into 


sharper relief the inadequate and primitive method of handling the 
cars of the Market street system. As the traffic increases there is a more 
pronounced congestion of cars. The trials, delays and dangers of get- 
ting aboard increase in proportion to the growth of ferry travel, but 
.apparently the United Railroads Company has no thought of amend- 
ing matters. Every day there is to be seen-at the-foot of Market 
street the same long- row of cars waitingfto be switched; the same 
skurrying crowds rushing to catch the boat or chasing around the 
cars in the hope of getting'seated. Every day people mis% their boats 
because -of the blockade of cars caused by the delay in switching. 


One turntable is altogether inadequate to handle the great num- 


ber of cars run on the Market street lines. The cable car and the 
turntable are slow and ponderous rapid transit devices at best, bur 
when one turntable is required to' do the. switching for the cars of\ 
half a dozen busy lines, the system becomes intolerable for its delays 
and annoyances. The continuous congestion at the foot of Market 
street make a mockery of the improved ferry service. 


The United Railroads should take some steps to better accom- 


modate the increased traffic thrust'upon them. The company is not

MRS. WILSON EXONERATED 


BY SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Complaints Against Principal of 


Temescal School Found to Have 


Little Or No Foundation. 


Mrs. E. A. Wilson, principal of the 


Temescal School, was exonerated by 
a report of. the Classification 
Com- 


mittee of. the Board of Education last 
night. It was found that complaints 
made by the Central 
Oakland 
Im- 


provement Club had little or no foun- 
dation in fact. Director J. B. .Wood, 
in reporting for the committee ,said: 


"Tour committee has listened 
to 


both sides of the case and find the 
charges, If they can be called such, 
to be without foundation. 
In fact 


there were no charges, but were In the 
nature of complaints based on reports 
made by children. 


"For some reason some of the peo- 


ple o£ that section seem to want' a 
man teacher and it looks 
to us as 


though that Is the whole cause of the 
trouble. We would therefore recom- 
mend that she be exonerated in every 
way. 
-

"Whether it would not be better to 
have Mrs. Wilson 
transferred 
to 
another school under the conditions is 
a. matter that this committee would 
like to have a little more time to con- 


. sider and we ask for another week In 
: which to complete OUT report." 


By resolution 
the 
report of the 


.committee exonerating Mrs. 
Wilson 
was adopted and the committee grant- 
ed further time. 


FAVOR MANUAL'TRAINING. 


An important recommendation was 
made by the High School Committee 
in favor of lengthening the course of. 
the Polytechnic High School and In 
this connection had the following to 
say in regard to the matter in a re- 
port submitted: 
. 


"At a former meeting of the High 


School Board the recommendation of 
the Superintendent in reference to a 
four years' course 
in 
the 
Manual 


Training Department of the Polytech- 
nic • High School was referred to the 
High School Committee and the Com- 
mittee on Industrial Education. Cer- 
tain members 
of these committees 
visited the Lick School, and we be- 
lieve it feasible and practicable 
to 
change the course in tne Polytechnic 
High School to a four years' course, 
and so make the.same very valuable 
for many of our Hlgn scnool pupils. 


"We would 
recommend that the 


High School and Industrial Commit- 
tees, in conjunction with 
the 
City 


Superintendent of Schools 
and 
the 
principals of the two High. Schools, 
be directed to prepare a four years' 
course; that the two years' course In 
Manual Training 
be 
continued 
in 


force until the pupils who have en- 
tered under it are graduated from the 
school; ' that the- new 
four 
years' 
course, go into effect 
at> onca 
for 


pupils who 
enter 
the 
Polytechnic 
High 
School 
from 
the 
grammar 
grades. 


TO DIVIDE WORK, 


"We would 
recommend that 
all 
work of this course for the next1'two 
years be done in the" Polytechnic High- 
School, and that for the 
last 
two 
years of the course provision be made 
so that the academic work shall 
be 


principally done in! th'e» • Oakland^ High 
School, but that thep'pupils .who com- 
plete 'the work of the .four 'years' 
course shall: be deemed graduates of 
the Polytechnic High School, and not 
of the Oakland High School, 


"We further recommend that pro- 
vision be made in this course to per- 
mit pupils who have completed It, to 
enter the University of California, but 
that the main provision In the course 
be for the fitting of'the;pupils to en- 
ter 'life pursuits." 


The report of 
the' committee was 


adopted and 'the preparations will be 
made to carry out the recommendations 
of the comnjittee. 
' 


DISCUSS PAINTING. 


The question of what method should 


bo pursued in regard to painting the 
school buildings caused considerable dis- 
cussion at the meeting of the Board of 
Education last 
night. Directors Ingle 


and Rogers did not agree at first as .to 
how the bids should be called for, and 
before It was settled a motion calling 
for bids was lost and then finally adopted. 
For the past eight years the board has 


painted the schoolhouses by contract let 
for the mechanical work, furnishing the 
paints and oils itself. . The Master Paint- 
ers' Association has this year refused to 
do the work or to bid on It unless the 
members are allowed to furnish all the 
supplies. 


NO STINGY WORK. 


Director Ingler In the course of his 
remarks asked that the board call for 
bide for the painters, allowing them to 
furnish the paints. 
He stated that he 


favored bids from all the painters about 
town, giving them all a show. He did 
not think it was the bsst policy for the 
board to give the impression that it was 
"nigardly," "miserly" or "stingy," and 
that the county 
and 
State did their 
painting In that manner. 


Director Rogers was of the opinion that 


the best way was for the board to fur- 
nish the material and to hire the paint- 
ers to do the1 work or let them bid on 
the job. 


Superintendent MoClymohds stated that 


the board had contraot»for the furnish- 
ing of paints at a flgurs below any that 
the painters themselves could get, and 
that the only way for the .contracting 
painters to compete with the board was 
to substitute inferior articles.

found that a new insect pest was ruin- 
ing their crop. The insect was a cent! 
pede, though- not so large as the variety 
which is common in Arizona and the 
Southwest. I was incredulous when first 
informed of the character of the pest, as 
centipedes are rated as carniverous in- 
sects In all literature pertaining to 
sects. I found, however, that they eat 
asparagus, and so the literature on the 
subject will have to be revised. I used 
a mixture of lime on them, and I think 
the treatment will result in their extinc- 
tion."

Jaffa submitted to Dr. Walter H. Evans 
today his data regarding: experiments 
he has made to determine the values 
of California food products, all of which 
will be made the subject of an impor- 
tant bulletin to be issued at once by 
the Government 
at 
Washington. 
So 


highly thought of is Professor Jaffa's 
work at the University by the Govern- 
ment - officials, of whom Dr. Evans is 
one, 
being chief of the Bureau of Insu- 
lar Experiment Stations, that his. name 
appears at the head of the list of those 
who are in charge of experiment sta- 
tions, Dr. Evans, himself an expert, say- 
ing today: "Professor Jaffa knows ten 
times as much about the science of ex- 
perimenting to determine the nutritive 
values of .food as I do." 


Dr. Evans has been at the College of 
Agriculture for three days in close con- 
ference with Professor Jaffa regarding 
the work which the latter has done here. 
California fruits have been the chief 
staple used by Jaffa in his work, grains 
and nuts forming an incidental feature 
of the menu wqich his subjects have 
eaten while under his care.

claims totaling »865 and salary warrants 
to the amount of 16.383.50 were ordered 
paid. 


President W. J. Gotham stated that 


the new engine 'or the electric "light 
plant at the foot of Park street would 
shortly arrive from the East. Owing to 
the fact, however, that a portion of the 
machinery, the "Held," is not ready to 
be installed the engine will not be ii 
use for some time. 


It was decided te fix the annual vaca- 


tions of patrolmen at twelve days, not 
to Include Sundays. In the past Sundays 
were included, so that in future the po- 
licemen will have in reality fourteen in- 
stead of twelve days' vacation. 


B. F. 
Lambom, ex-City Clerk, was 


present and spoke at some length on tho 
subject of the transportation facilities 
afforded this city by the Oakland Tran- 
sit Company. 
He- declared the service 
was poor, with poor cars, poor ralte and 
but little attention paid to the needs of 
the public.

in the Federal Court has directed a ver- 
dict of guilty against Dr Alice B Stock- 
ham, 71 years old, and Edward B Beck- 
with, manager of the Stockham, Publish- 
ing Company, charged with circulating 
improper literature by the mails and ex- 
press
